America’s Great Tragedian Relleved 
from Suffering. 


He Died at 1:15 This Morning Surrounded 
by Friends—Although Unconscious, 
He Apparently Suffered Until 
the Last Moment, 


Ry Telegraph to The Times. _ 

New York, June 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] America’s great trage- 
dian, Edwin Booth, who has been hov- 
ering on the verge of the shadowland 
sO mMahy weary days, passed away at 
1:15 this morning in his apartments at 
the Players’ Club. The decline in his 
physical condition had been very per- 
ceptible for several days, and as long 
ago as Saturday night all hope of 
saving his life was given up. 


Edwin T. Booth. 


All day yesterday his condition grew 
steadily worse, and at 7 o’clock last 
evening Dr. St. Clair Smith was hastily 
summoned to the club. After a brief 
examination of the dying man, Dr. 
Smith prepared a bulletin, which was 
posted in the hallway, to the effect that 
it was doubtful if Mr. Booth survived 
the night. Dr. Smith told one of 
the members of the club that the tra- 
gedian’s pulse was in the neighbor- 
hood of 160 and his temperature 
over 105. There was nothing that 
could be done, except for the anxious 
- watchers to sit by his bedside until the 
feeble spark of life was finally extin- 
guished. At 10 o’clock another serious 
change was noticed, and Dr. Smith 
was againsummoned. He did what he 
could to ease the dying moments of Mr. 
Booth, who, although completely un- 
conscious, appeared to suffer greatly 
for lack of air, it being apparently ex- 
tremely difficult for him to breathe. 
From this time until he expired 


the restless motion of his hands ceased, 
and life finally passed away. At the 
bedside were the actor’s: daughter and 
husband, Mr. Grossman; Booth’s 

brother-in-law, Mr. Magonigle; Will- 


Charles Farryll. 


Edwin T. Booth was bornin Belair, Md.., 
Novemher 13, 1833. Asa compliment to 
his father’s friends, Edwin Forrest and 
Thomas Flynn, he was christened Edwin 
Thomas. He was under the tuition of va- 
rious teachersinthe neighborhood of his 
home, but his courses of instruction under 
them were much limited. He and ‘his 
father were fondly attached to each other, 
and, atanearly age, he accompanied the 
latter on his professional journeys. 

It was in one of these that Edwin made 
his first regular appearance as an actor. 
This occurredon September 10, 1849, 
and the play was Cibber’s version of 
Shakespeare's Richard III, in which the 
young actor assumed the part of ‘Tressil."’ 
The choosing by the young man of a his- 
tronic profession at first met the opposition 
of his father, but such opposition was only 
temporary. The young actor persevered, 
still acting in his father’s train, and made 
a particularly good bit as “Wilford” in 
The Iron Chest. His first appearance before 
aNew York audience was in September, 
1850,in thissame play and asthe same 
character. This was in the Na- 
tional Theater on Chatham street, and 
at the same place of amusement, in the fol- 
lowing year, his father becoming ill, he 
promptly took his place and enacted 

‘Richard ITl."’ In 1852 he went witn. his 
father toSan Francisco, where his older 
brotaer, J.B. Booth, Jr., was already es. 
tablished iu the profession, and the three 
then acted together. In October, 1852, 
the father and son parted for the last time. 
Edwin Booth acted at various places in 
California until the autuinn of 1856, dur-. 
ing which time he took atrip to Australia 
He suffered at first much poverty and hard 
ship and played several different parts 
His display of exceptional merit began, 
however, to attract more and more ad. 
miration. 

He left California in 1856 with many 
testimonials from friends, chief 

ong whom was M. P. Butler of Sacra- 

ment®. Atour of the principal cities of 
the East was made, andin April, 1857, he 
appeared at the Boston Theater gs “Sir 
Giles Overreach’’ in 4 New ‘Way to ‘Pay Oid 
Debts. The great success on that occasion 
determined him to push to the toremost 
rank as atragic actor, and he always re- 


garded it as the pte | agg in his career, 
He was married to Miss Mary Devlin of

Soon after 
their marriage the y om a trip to England, 
and a daughter, E\iwina, was born to them 
in Fulham, ia December, 1861. Booth ap- 

ared, while in England, at the London 

faymarket Theater and was'much admired 
as an actor. After returning to America 
Mrs. Booth dfed, from a sudden illness, in 
February, 1863, the death occurring at 
Dorchester, 

About this time hooth assumed the man- 
agement of the Winter Garden Theater in 
New York. He appeared at this place in 
several play®, prominent among which was 
Hamlet, in which he appeared for 100 
nights tim Ssccession, and for which he re- 
ceived a snitable medal from leading citl- 
zens of New York. At that time such an 
exploit was comsidcred much more remark- 
able than now. 

His brother-in-law, John S. Clarke, the 
celebrated comedian, was his partner in 
the management of the Winter Garden 
Theater, ag@ William Stuart, a former 
journalist and theatrical agent. was asso. 
ciated with them. Stuart's real name was 
Edmund O'Flaherty. and he wasan exile, 
formerly of Galway, Ireland. 

In April, 1868, the corner-stone was laid 
for Booth’s Theater, atthe southeast cor- 
ner of Twenty-thirdstreet and Sixth ave. 
nue, and WAS Opened the following Feb- 
ruary. an! Julict was the first pro. 
duction presente, and the part of ‘‘Juliet"’ 
was enacted By Miss Mary McVicker. Miss 
McVicker wasthe daughter of Mrs. Runnion, 
who became the wife of James McVicker 
of Chicago, @ prominent actor and man- 
ager, andthe child's name was changed 
from Rungion ‘o McVicker. She and 
Booth were Marricd in 1869, and she died 
in 1881, leaving nochildren. Booth’'s The- 
ater had a run of thirteen years, and was 
then torn down and business blocks 
erected in its place. Booth’s Theater, 
though prosperous, was not economically 
conducted, and this finally resulted in the 
bankruptcy of its owner. By dint of per- 
severance he gained a financial footing 
again and attained another fortune. In 
1876 he made a tour of the South and the 
West, and met with an unprecedented 
success. He visited Great. Britain again 
in 1880, andathiritimein 1882, in the 
summer of whi-h latter year he went to 
Germany. In i'otn places his appearance 
was accorded inost brilliant enthusiasm. 
He returned to Americain 1883, and con- 
tinued his starring tours. An edition of 
his favorite plays was published in fifteen 


volumes, thetc. and adapted by him- 


self for stage tse, with introductions and 
notes by Willi’ in Winter. 


_A CALL TO ARMS. 


Dr. Briggs Cullis on All Good Men to 
Stand by Him, 

New York, June 6.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The World willsay in 
the morning: ‘The first accepted ex- 
pression of Briggs since he was sus- 
pended for heresy by the General As- 
sembly of the church, is a letter which 
will be published in tomorrow’s New 
York Evangelist.’’

Let no 
one leave the ranks; let the bugle call 
resound from océan to ocean; let there 
be a rally inevery presbytery of all who 
will stand by the constitution and laws 
which have come down to us from our 
fathers as a precious heritage. Let each 
presbytery, whose overtures have been 
so rudely brushed aside and scorniully 
treated, reassert its position with 
greater determination before the next 
Genéral Assembly. Let the Synod of 
New York assert its constitutional 
rights against the General Assembly, 


.| which nas so greatly encroached upon 


them. Let every presbytery and 
synod maintain a graded system of 
courts, which has, until the pres- 


ent day been the pride of Presbyterians. 
Let constitutionalists in every presby- 
tery awake to their duty and overcome 
those minorities which have outvoted 
them during recent years by scheming, 
planning and working together fora 
predetermined purpose. Itis high time 
all broad-minded men should organize 
and work together for their own safety 
as well as honor of Presbyterianism.”’

Congressman Springer Makes a 
Free-trade Speech. 


The Anti.trust Convention Passes Reso- 
lutions Which Create a Split—The 
Bolters Meet in Another Halil, 
Commercial Travelers, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

St. Pavu (Minn.,) June 6.--[By the 
Associated Press.] When the dele- 
gates to the International Reciprocity 
Convention met today the officers se- 
lected last evening by the Committee 


on Organization were elected. Letters 


of regret were read from Gov. Russell 
of Massachusetts, Hon. Wilfred Laur- 
ier of Quebec and other prominent men. 
E. V. Smalley, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions, read the report and 
spoke briefly in its support. 

The committee's report favored reci- 
procity in trade, especially with Can- 
ada, which would, it was held, be of 
great mutual advantage. The com- 
mittee also reported in favor of the im- 
provement of waterways from the 
great lakes to tidewater, so as to admit 
of the passage of ocean steamers, and 
thus create open competition between 
the railways of both countries, and 
providing for a committee of ten, five 
from the United States and five from 
Canada, to lay these matters before 
their respective governments, with a 
view to securing the enactment of the 
necessary laws to accomplish these pur- 
poses. 

After addresses favoring the resolu- 
tions by Hon. Joseph Martin and Hon. 
William M. Springer of LUlinois, the 
convention took a recess. 

Atthe afternoon session President 
James J. Hill, of the Great Northern 
Railroad, spoke at some length. He 
said if the custom-houses along the bor- 
der were abolished it would make a new 
geography, commercially speaking, of 
the continent on both sides of the 
boundary. The people were engaged 
in practically the same occupations. 
He saw no reason why commerce 
which now seeks an outlet at Baltimore, 
New York and Boston, should not be 
divided with Montreal. Rates that will 
let farmers live and prosper are nec- 
essary forthe development of the Ca- 
nadian northwest. An arrangement 
agreed upon between the two countries 
will result in good toa portion of this 
country and-allofCanada. He thought 
it well not to ask for so much that the 
people will feel that Canada is Getting 
all the advantage. 

If it were possible to build a ship 
canal to the Hudson, it would never 
approach in effectiveness the natural 
on oy | by the lakes and the St. Law- 
rence, if the natural way is improved. 

Dr. Orton, a former member ,of the 
Canadian Parliament, J. W. Hawne of 
Minneapolis and Mr. Hall of Brandon, 
Manitoba, spoke on the adoption of the 
platform, andS. A. Thompson of Du- 
luth spoke at length on the subject of 
deep water-ways to the sea. After 
further discussion the platform was 
unanimously adopted. 

The provisions favor the free ex- 
change of products of the soil, forests 
and mines of the two countries and of 
fisheries of the Atlantic and inland wa- 
ters and the free exchange of manu- 
factured articles whose component 
parts have been produced in either 
country. Where articles are _ sub- 
ject to internal tax 
try should impose 
to such internal tax. There might 
be some exceptions to these gen- 
eral rules which it would be safe to 
submit to the judgment of an interna- 
tional commission. The advantages 
that would accrue to both countries 
would greatly stimulate and promote 
their commerce and would develop 
their growth and resources, and confer 
upon each the inestimable advantages 
which have resulted from perfect free 
trade between the States of our Union. 
‘Every new change would broaden and 
widen the system until there would be 
nothing left to remind us of the folly of 
the past, except. the records of Con- 
gresses.

SPRINGER’S SPEECH.

To this feature 
of our institutions can be attributed 
more of the substaatial growth of our 
country than to any other cause. If 
this trade has been so beneficial what 
reason can we give, what argument 
can we offer in favor of continuing this 
trade among our own States which 
will not ‘apply to trade between 
the Dominion of Canada and the 
United States? That there has not 
been the same freedom of trade 
between Canada and the United 
States seems almost a mystery to one 
who¢an view the situation without 
prejudice. Restricted trade between 
the Dominion and the United States 
has been brought about by individual 
selfishness of special interests. What 
is necessary is intelligent debate, dis- 
cussions in conventions of this kind, 
arguments in the public press and more 
unselfish and patriotic devotion to the 
interests of the masses, as distinguished 
from.those of the favoredclasses. How 
can we proceed to bring about this re-

ANTI-TRUST SPLIT. 
Row Over the Resolutions and a Bolt by 
the Radical Faction. 

Chicago, June 6.—|By tha Associated 
Press.| When Gov. Nelson® Minne- 
sota calledthe Anti-trust Convention to 
order, it was expected the first fight of 
the session would begin, for it was gen- 
erally known that the Donnelly, or rad- 
ical, faction had been beaten in the 
Committee on Resolutions and would 
carry their fight to the floor. Inthe 
convention, Chairman Rosewater, of the 
Committee on Resolutions, no sooner 
read the preamble than Donnelly moved 


as a substitute a demand (for 
the Government to purchase 
thracite coal lands. Henry 
Lioyd of Chicago wanted the 


bituminous lands also purchased, and 
the fight on these two amendments 
lasted two hours, after which Rosewater 
moved the previous question, and the 
committee report was carried. The 
fight was kept up all day, however, by 
the extremists, but they were outvoted 
atevery turn. The resolutions adopted 
set forth at length the evils of the trust 
system as at present maintained, and 
callupon the convention to create a 
permanent association to be known as 
The Anti-trust Association of the United 
States, consisting of three representa- 
tives from each State and Territory. 

The resolutions declare that over cap- 
italization of corporate property is 
largely responsible for the breaking 
down of credits and financial dis- 
tress now prevailing, and recommend 
stringent National and State legis- 
lation and supervision to limit the bofd- 
ing of corporate property and the issue 
of stocks representing the same to their 
actual value. It is recommended that 
each member of the convention use all 
honorable means to secure the election 
to office, whether local, State or Fed- 

eral, of those only who are exponents 
of this anti-trust sentiment. It is reé- 
ommended also that the Legislatures of 
the various States enact such legisla- 
tion as will make it unlawful for any 
cofporation to enter into any trust or 
combination detrimental to trade and 
commerce and injurious to the public 
welfare. The resolutions were not rad- 
ical enough to suit the Donnelly- 
Weaver element, and they gave notice 
of another meeting at the Palmer 
House tonight. Before the close of the 
Central Hall meeting J. M. Quinn of 
the Butte (Monf.) Miner offered a free 
coinage resolution, which was passed 
by a small majority. 

Bolters to the number of thirty, rep- 
resenting thirteen States, organized at 
the Palmer House’ They are all Popu- 
lists. Gen. Weaver of lowa was elected 
chairman. Ignatius Donnelly and oth- 
ers made speeches, anda resolution was 
adopted'calling on the Bi-Metallic league 
to convene an industrial convention in 
Chicago in the fall.

The 
ratification was completed in St. Pe- 
tersburg nearly two months ago, but be- 
cause it was necessary to observe extra- 
ordinary precautions to secure the 
safe transmission of the document to 
the United States, the treaty was not 
received at the department until a late 
day last week.

The proclamation 
ee was dated yesterday and simply 
ecited the provisions of the treaty, 
with the announcement that it will go 
into effect twenty days from date, that 
is to say, June 24. Interest centers on 
those sections making attempts upon 
heads of governments or being accese 
ory to such attempts extraditable. 
These sections in the treaty, as offici- 
ally promulgated, are precisely identical 
in language with the sections published 
in Washington dispatches to the Asso- 
ciated Press April 22 last. It is as- 
serted in official quarters, in spite of all 
that has been said to the contrary, that 
this treaty is similiar in scope to all ex- 
tradition treaties -negotiated by the 
United States in recent years, although 
in practiceit mav havea different re- 
sult in view of the essential differences 
between the judicial systems of the two 
countries, whieh, in this case, are sup- 
posed tobe more than usually diver- 
gent.

The Islands Still Awaiting Our 
Tardy Decision. 


Everything Quiet and the Situation 
Practically Unchanged. 


Spreckels Making a Vigorous Cam- 
paign Against Annexation. 


Minister Blount Has No Fears of Distur>- 
ances—The Labor Question Under 
Discussion—COther Inter- 
esting Items.

Howoitrit, Mav 30.—[Correspondence 
of the Associated Press, per steamer 
Gaelic, via San Francisco June 6.| Af- 
fairs’political have quieted considerably 
during the past five days. The Nord- 
doft affair has been dropped by the pro- 
visional government, and though the 
usual number of alarming rumors have 
been in ‘circulation, people hive failed 
to give them customary credence. 
“Claus Spreckels created a wild sensa- 
tion on May 29 by demanding imme- 
diate payment of $95,000 owed him 
by the government. 

Dispatches from Washington stating 

‘that Blount’s report was undoubtedly 

against annexation, are believed by 
many people of both parties. The an- 
nexationists now say they will be satis- 
fied with a protectorate in insuring a 
stable government. Royalists, on the 
contrary, say that the claim they made 
all along that there would be no annex: 
ation has been verified, and that the 
Queen isto be reinstated. They say 
that Mr. Blount will report that she 
was removed from her throne by the 

wer of the United States, through 
Minister Stevens, and that no other 
honorable course remains but to use the 
same power to put Jiliuokalani once 
more at the head of the government. 

Claus Spreckels seems to be the most 
powertul antagonist the provisional 
government has at present. Iie is mak- 
ing a vigorous campaign against annex- 
ation. Itis generally admitted that 
the resignation of Minister of Finance 
Porter was due to the influence of 
Spreckels, in the hope that the -govern- 
ment would be embarrassed. !nstead, 
however, Vice-President S. M. Damon, 

one of the strongest me@ in the islands, 

has stepped.into the breach, and on 
May 2 took charge of the Department 
of Finance. On Monday Sprecke!s no- 
tified the government that he wanted 
the immediate payment of the $95,000 
worth of demand notes held by him. 
Without waiting areply, he left the 
same day to inspect a plantation at 
Kawai. Minister Damon stated that 
the government would have no trouble 
in paying the debt, At thistime of the 
year the government finances are low, 
as taxes do not begin to come in ungil 
fall. Onthis account the government 
is embarrassed to acertainextent. Mr. 
Spreckels can sell the bonds he holds, if 
no other way can be found to satisfy 
him. 3 

For some days the officers of the pro- 
visional government have had under 
consideration instructions to be sent 
Minister Thurston about the treaty of 
annexation. It was decided to instruct 
Thurston to ask, among other things, 


that the control of government lands be 
left to the Hawaiian government to be 
disposed of under a law similar to the 


United States homestead laws; alsothat 
the United States take up the #$¥00,- 
000 Hawaiian silver coinage and re- 
coin it into American money. 

The labor question was also under 
discussion, and the policy of asking that 
the labor laws of the United States be 
suspended for a period of five years as 
regards their application to Hawaii 
was talked of, when the news came that 
Minister Blount would receive instruc- 
tions to negotiate atreatyhere. Ithad 
been intended to send Thurston instruc- 
tions on the steamer of June 1, but the 
government yesterday decided to de- 
fer action. 

Minister Blount regards the situation 
as peaceful, and thinks that, whatever 
the solution of the political problem, 
there will be no fighting or bloodshed. 

The announcement was made that on 
Monday night, May 29, a mass-meeting 
of Royalists will be held. It is reported 
that the provisional government woula 
not permit the meeting. and Monday 
night was looked forward to with inter- 
est by many. Monday afternoon, how- 
ever, notice was sent out that the meet- 

ing would not be held, as news from 
Washington made it unnecessary.

Evidence Did Not Sustain the 
Charge Against Ah Yung. 


Commissioner Van Dyke Therefore 
Released the Prisoner.

A Suit for Heavy Damages Before 
Judge Wade. 


The Plaintiff in tho Case Wishes to Re- 
cover $31,891.26 With Costse—Mar- 
cus Dollantine on Trial for 
Assault to Murder. 


Ah Yung, the Chinaman who was 
arrested late Monday evening on a war- 
rant issued by United States Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke charged with having 
gained admittance toand remaining un- 
lawfully in the territory of the United 
States, once more: enjoys his freedom, 
and has returned to his culinary duties 
in the Second street restaurant. The 
prosecution failed to make out a case 
against the Celestial, and he was dis- 
charged. 

The case was called before Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke yesterday morning at. 
10 o’clock. On examination the prose- 
cution was represented by United 
States District Attorney, Denis, but 
Yung appeared alone, without coun- 
sel, not even being accompanied by any 
of his fellow-countrymen. 

The first witness called was Frank H. 
Cromwell the party who swore to the 
complaint upon which the warrant was 
issued. He statedthat he had known 
Ah Yung for some time, having fre- 
quently conversed with him on the 
streets. The latter had told him that 
he had been in this country about seven 
years, and was working as a cook for 
$8 per week. 

District Attorney Denis at the close - 
of Cromwell’s .testimony stated that it 
appeared that the Chinaman could be 
held, as the factthat he had been 
in the country seven years alone was 
sufficient evidence upon which to estab- 
lish the necessary proof. 

Commissioner Van Dyke said that the 
defendant would be given an oppor- 
tunity to testify in his own behalf, and 
Yung was accordingly sworn. - He told 
astraight story and claimed that he 
had been a _ resident of this country 
for overtwenty years. He came over 
on the steamer China, which was since 
burned in the harbor of Yokohama. At 
the time of his arrival on the Coast he 
at first obtained employment fn San 
Francisco, and later came to this 
city. Here he _ hired out to 
work on the Hancock ranch, and re- 
mained there for nearly seven years. 
He described minutely the events which 
had transpired during that time in the 
Hancock household. After leaving the 
Hancock place he had goneto Yuma, 
and there worked with a construction 
gang on arailroad. Then he cameback 
to this city, and had since worked about 
ou various ranches previous to being 
hired as a cook. 

During the noon recess Mr. Denis 
went up to the Courthouse and searched 
the records to determine the truth of 
what Yung had said about the Han- 
cock family, and in no single instance 
did he Gnd that the Chinaman had erred 
in his statements. 

When the defendant was again put 
upon the stand he was asked if he re- 
membered the occurrence of the (hi- 
nese riot. He said he did not, as that 
happened just previous to his coming to 
Southern California, 

Marshal Gard testified that the date 
of the riot was 1871, whereupon Mr. 
Denis' moved that the case be dis- 
missed, as the evidente in no particular 
sustained the charge. The Commis- 
sioner so ordered. 

After the discharge of Yung a war- 
rant was issued for the arrest of Wing 
Lee Tue, a cigarmaker employed on Up- 
per Main street... The warrant was 
served at once by a deputy marshal, and. 
the second Celestial was brought before 
the Commissioner. By this time the 
Chinese had evidently become alarmed, 
for quite a little crowd of them accom- 
panied the prisoner into court, and 
Frank Thomas, Esq., made his appear- 
ance as their counsel. He asked that 
further time be allowed befofe continu- 
ation of the examination, and the Com- 
missioner therefore ordered that the 
case be continued until Thursday. He 
refused to admit the defendant to bail, 
however, and he was taken to the 
County Jail and locked up. 

It at first thought would seem sin- 
gular that when nothing was offered to 
show that Ah Yung was not guilty of 
violation of law by not complying with 
the registration clause of the Geary act, 
he was not promptly held under 
that charge, but right there a curious 
complication arises. On charges com- 
ing under the clauses providing for the 
continuing in force of former laws, the 
United States commissioner or any 
justice may preside, before whom the 
examinations shall be held, while the 
registration clause provides that the 
person arrested shall be taken be- 
fore a United States judge. So, 
under the circumstances, Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke could take no 
cognizance of the guilt of the 
defendant as a violator of such pro- 
visions, as he had no authority ta do so. 
Virtually, the Geary act then pre- 
scribes two methods of procedure in 
cases that may come under it, thus 
making the registration clause an al- 
most separate and distinct law. 

HEAVY DAMAGES WANTED. 

The plaintiff in the case of Kolbig vs. 
the Southern Pacific Railway Company, 
now on trial in Department Three, 
wants damages in the sum of $84,- 
891.26 and costs, for alleged less sus- 
tained through the negligence of the 
defendant company. 

Stephen M. White, Esq., and Pills- 
bury, Blanding & Hayne appear as 
counsel for the injured parties, while 
A. B. Hotchkiss, Esq., proposes to make 
out the defense. During the year 
1889, the complaint in the case states, 
the firm of Kohler & Frohling rented or 
leased the Nadeau vineyards, eight, 
miles below the city, togéther with the 
buildings and appurtenances and a dis- 


tilling apparatus, which they pro- 
posed to run for what profit 
they might derive therefrom. At 


least they were in possession of the 
premises at that time under a lease. In, 
the building were stored liquors to the 
valueof $70,000. The railroad com- 
pany had built a bridge across the river 
just above the winery buildings. When 
the heavy rains fell during the winter 
of 1889 the water could not find suffi- 
cient passageway under the bridge, and 
the structure acting as an obstruction 
caused the current to leave its natural 
channel and flood the vineyard lands, 
sweeping away many of the buildings 
with their contents.

KNIFE AND PISTOL. 


Early Morning Tragedy in a Chi- 
nese Brothel. 


A Prostitute Stabbed to Death by a 
Murderous Highbinder. 


A Chinaman Who Went to Her Assist- 
ance Fatally Shot. 


The Marderer Captured at Pasadena and 
Returned to This City Last 
Evening—The Coroner's 
Inquest. 


Gut Hue, a Chinese prostitute, was 
brutally murdered early yesterday 
morning by a heathen named Quon Ah 
Moon, who occupied the room with the ], 
woman during the night, and another 
Chinaman named Wong Lip was proba- 
bly fataliy wounded by the same mur- 
derous Mongolian. 

The tragedy occurred in the brick 
building at the southeast corner of Ala- 
meda and Marchessault streets, the de- 
tails of which can be given in a com- 
paratively few words, as there were no 
eye-witnesses. The woman Gut Hue 
was the property of a highbinder named 
Tom Bin. She was only about 20 years 
of age and quite pretty for a Chinese 
woman. Quite a number of women 
formerly lived in the building, but they 
had all moved out, at one time and an- 
other, until Gut Hue was the sole occu- 
pant. Monday evening Quon Ah Moon, 
employed inalaundry on San Pedro 
street, called at the place. He wasa 
frequent visitor, and when he retired to 
the woman’s room nothing was thought 
of it. 

Early yesterday morning, about 5:45 
o'clock, asmear as the time can be 
fixed, Wong Lip, who occupied another 
room in the building, presumably as a 
guard over the woman, heard a cry for 
help from her room. ‘He at once re- 
sponded, and, opening the door, started 
in, at the same time asking the cause of 
the trouble. His answer was a couple 
of pistol shots, the bullets striking him 
fullin the chest, and passing almost 
through the body. He fell to the floor, 
and the murderous heathen, Ah Moon, 
leaped over his prostrate body and made 
his escape. 

The sound of the shooting and the 
cries of the wourded man soon at- 
tracted quite a coewd of Chinamen, and 
messengers were at once sent for the 
police, when Sergt. Jeffries and Officer 
Rohn promptly responded, 

The woman was found in bed, clothed 
only in her night dress, showing that 
she had not risen when the assault was 
committed. ~-An examination showed 
two frightful knife wounds in the abdo- 
men, while by the side of the bed lay 
the weapon with which they were in- 
flicted—-a single-edged dirk-knife with 
an eight-inch blade. The room was in 
perfect order, and there were no signs 
of a struggle, al! the indications going 
to show that the attack had been made 
while the woman was lying in the bed. 

The patrol wagon was called and the 
wounded man and woman taken to the.. 
receiving hospital, where they were at- 
tended by Drs. Bryant, MacGowan and 
Smith. 

_ In the meantime the officers had been 
looking about for the murderer, but he 
had made good his escape for the time 
being. Realizing thatthe woman was 
in a critical condition, an interpreter 


ored to secure a statement. She was 
asked, through the interpreter, if she 
thought she would die, and she re- 
plied that she did, as she was growing 
very weak. She was then asked who 
shot her, and she answered Quon Ah 
Moon. The question was then asked as 
to the cause, butthe unfortunate woman 
could not answer, and shortly after 
died, when the body was removed to 
Garrett & Sampson's undertaking rooms 
on North Main street, where an autopsy 
was held iater in the day. 
THE INQUEST. 

After the autopsy Coroner Cates held 
an inquest. 

Officer Rohn was the first to testify. 
He swore that he was near the corner 
of Temple and Spring streets shortly 
before 6 o'clock in the morning, when 
he wasinformed by some Chinamen who 
had come to him that there was trouble 
in Chinatown. On goingto the house 
he found the woman stabbed and bleed- 
ing. He had known the deceased for 
some time previous to her death. She 
was about 20 years of age and was a 
prostitute. From what he could learn 
in regard tothe matter Ah Moon had 
arranged to stay over night with her. 
The woman stated to him that Ah Moon 
had stabbed her. 

Sergt. Jeffries testified that he meta 
Chinaman about 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and wastold about thetragedy. He 
found the woman on the bed bleeding. 

Lem Lung, who speaks pretty good 
English, testified that he was employed 
in a store on Alameda street, He was 
sleeping in the building across the 
street from where the tragedy occurred, 
and at about a quarter before 6 o’ciock 
heard some one calling for help. He 
heard no shots fired. He dressed as 
quickly as he could, and on going out 
saW a.man on the street wounded. He 
went tothe room where the wounded 
woman was. She, however, made no 
stateinenttohim. Ah Moon, who com- 
mitted the murder, was a washer and 
ironer by occupation. The murdered 
woman was born. in China, and had 
been in this country about ten years. 
The man who was shot took care of the 
house. 

Wong Teung was next sworn, and his 
testimony taken through an interpre- 
ter. He stated that he wasa waiter in 
the Chinese restaurant, which was in 
the same building where the woman 
was stabbed. The man (Ah Moon) oc- 
cupied the room with her over night. 
He had spent the night with her fre- 
quently, going there once er twice a 
week, 

Chu Hung, through an interpreter, 
testified that he lived on Marchessault 
street next to the theater. He heard 
the shooting and heard some one in the 
street shouting that a murder had been 
committed. 

Dr. Granville MacGowan testified

the jury was left alone, and. ina few 
minutes it rendered a verdict that the 
deceased cameto her death as a resulg 
of two knife wounds inflicted by one AB

CAPTURE OF THE MURDERER. vs 

Meanwhile, diligent efforts had beeg 
made to findthe murderer. The blood« 
which he had done 
the stabbing, was found by the bedside 
of the dying woman, but it appeare@ 
that he had taken the revolver with 
him. tle was seen in the neighborhood 
of Macy street, and was also observed 
to wash the blood from his hands at the 
river, but beyond that point all trace of 
him seemed to be lost. 

Sheriff Ciine promptly telegraphed @ 
description of him to towns about here 
and a subsequentevent duly 
his diligence. 

Deputy Sheriff J. R. Slater of Pasa 
dena had thus been made aware of the 
escape of Ah Moon, and, of course, was 
on the lookout for him. He observed 
a strange Chinaman in the city, and 
kept a close watch of the location off 
the Celestial. He was afterward noti- 
fied that the murderer had come there, 
and as a result Ah Moon was arrested, 

News ofthe arrest was telegraphed 
to this city, and Deputy Slater followed 
with his man on the first Terminal 
train. He was met by Sheriff Cline, 
and the prisoner was also identified 
a Chinaman who had known him. 
Moon was then takem to the receiving 
hospital at the police station, and wag 
identified by the man he had shot. The 
captured murderer was then taken to 
the County Jail. where Jailer Macy pus 
the ‘‘muffs’’ on him so that he could nog 
commit suicide or otherwise injure hime 
self. 

Ah Moon made no statement either a8 
the police station or County Jail las® 
evening. 

The body of Gat Hue, the murdered 
woman, was, after the inquest, takem 
in charge by friends, and the funeral 
will be held this afternoon. . 

Among those who set out in pursuifé 
of the murderer yesterday morning was 
Deputy Sheriff J, C. Wray. This officer 
got trace of his man on Boyle Heights, 
and, following him up, soon came to the 
Ripeta ranch, where he found that @ 
Chinaman answering the description 
given had stopped shortly after 8:80 
o’clock inthe morning. The parties a§ 
the ranchhouse noticed that the China- 
man was excited, and, thinking that 
something was wrong, endeavored to 
persuade himtoremainwiththem. This 
the man agreed todo and he did stay 
until 11 o’clock, when some passers by 
began to talk of there being trouble im 
Chinatown. He then took fright and 
soon left the place. Mr. Wray found 
other men at work in the hayfields, who 
told him that a Chinaman had inquite® 
of them the way to. Pasadena some 
time before. Then the news came that 
Ah Moon had been captured at the 
latter place.

A Lady Knocked Down and Relieved of 
Her Handbag. 

As Mrs. Lang, who lives at 384 
South Hill street, was returning home 
last evening about 8:30 o'clock, she 
noticed a strange man following her, 
Just as she was about to enter the gate 
leading into her yard the fellow quick- 
ened his pace and caught up with the 
lady, and, before she had time to notice 
what he was about, he _ struck 
her a cowardly blow on the 
side of the head, tore the hand- 
bag from her arm and started off 
onarun. Mrs Lang fell to the ground, 
stunned for the moment, and when she 
recovered herself the man had disap- 
peared. Several parties who saw the 
act pursued the bold thief, but he man- 
aged to evade them by running through 
the alleyway at the rear of the City 
Hall. Several officers were immedi- 
ately put to work on the case, but had 
failed to locate the man up to a late hour 
last night. Mrs. Lang was not seriously 
injured by the blow she received, but 
the shock from fright rendered her 
quite ill. In the bag which the man 
got away with was $15 in money and 
some articles of nominal value.

The Elepbantine tn Journalism, 

From tte standpoint of bigness, the 
Examiner's Sunday issue of 120 pages 
is certainly at the top ofthe heap. It 
also contains a number of interesting 
articles, and some good illustrations. 
But the leading féature, and the one of 
which the publishers make the greatest 
boast, is that it isthe largest newspa- 
per ever issued in the world. 

The question naturally arises: Where 
is this thing to stop? If 120 
pages, why not 150, or even 300! 
The reading public will have to decide 
this question, which depends largely 
upon the limit of their patience, and 
there are signs that this limit has been 
almost reached, Ofcourse, if a pub- 
lisher is willing to expend the money, 
there is no reason why a paper of sev- 
eral hundred pages should not be pro- 
duced, provided sufficient teams can be 
secured to haul away the product, but 
who will be found to read such a paper’ 
The mere labor of wading through 


so many pages of ‘write ups,”’ 
to find what is worth = reading, 
is am onerous task. If such im- 


mense publications are to be in- 
flicted upon the public, they might be 
got up in magazine shape, with a cover, 
in which form they would be much more 
convenient:for reference. 

Of course, however, these great is- 
sues are not every-day affairs. They 
are ‘“‘exceptional,’’ as we say of the 
weather in California now and then. 

By the way, in this issue the only il- 
lustration given of Los Angeles city is a 
view of Sonoratown, not showing a sin- 
gle two-story block. Itisthe Los An- 
geles of twenty-five years ago, ana 
must have been copied from an ancient 
photograph. 


Good Roads. 

Largely owing to liberal comment on 
the subject by the press of the United 
States, there has been a marked in- 
crease of public interest in road im- 
provement diring the past couple of 
vears. Yet, the great importance of 
this question and the immense saving 
which would accrue,, not only to farm- 
ers but to the community at large, 
through a general system of road im- 
provement, has only just begun to dawn 
upon the people. There may be some 
excuse for delay in pushing this reform 
in the sparsely settled farming regious 
of the Eastern States, where the farm- 
ers are, as arule, struggling to pay in- 
terest on their mortgages, but it is difli- 
cult to understand why this should be 
the case in a section like Southern Cal- 
ifornia, where thickly-settled commu- 
nities almost touch one another, and 
the farmers are generally well-to-do. 
Southern California ought to be able to 
show the finest roads in the world, con- 
necting cur flourishing colonies and 
towns. 

Compared with almost any of the 
leading countries of Europe, the condi- 
tion of American roads is miserable. 
They cost the farmers millions of dol- 
lars a year in extra expense for hauling 
products. Twenty-nine governors, in 
their recent messages, called especial 
attention tothe wretched condition of 
the public highways. The single item 
of annual road repairs, under the pres- 
ent system, it is estimated, costs as 
much in ten years as it would to con- 
struct, mile by mile, roads that would 
eliminatethe repair item. The farmers 
have traveled through mud long 
enough. Butit isnot right that the 
present generation should bear all the 
burden. Asystem should be adopted 
that will distribute the expense for 
twenty-five or thirty years, and no one 
would feel it. The towns and cities 
should help to build the roads also, for 
they are benefited quite as much as the 
farmers are. 

The new road law, which went into 
effect on the first day of the year, 
ought soon to show some improvement 
in California roads. Underthis law, the 
supervisors are ex officio road commis- 
sioners in their respective townships. 
Instead of electing a road overseer, as 
heretofore, without regard to his fitness 
for such a position, the supervisors are 
required to let out road improvements 
by contract, and see that the work is 
carefully executed. Under the old law, 
bundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been paid out for road improvemest in 
Los Angeles county, yet there are 
scarcely any good roads to be found. 

Contra Costa county has set the 
counties of Southern California an ex- 
ample in a system of road reform-which 
includes the dividing of the roads into 
blocks like streets. This is a system 
which might well be adopted in South- 
ern California, where so many own- 
ers of ten and twenty-acre ranches 
get their morning mailand Times with 
their morning coffee. 

Under -this plan the roads of a 
county are all given distinctive names 
for as great lengths as practicable. 
They are then measured, and each mile 
is divided into tén equal parts, or imag- 
inary blocks, having a frontage oneach 
side of thé road of 528 feet. Two num- 
bers are given toeach block; one toeach 


frontage, the odd numberson the left 


and theeven on theright. Any house or 
place having an entrance on a block 
bears the number of thatblock. Where 
there 4ré more eritrances than one, ali 
but the-first are followed by distinguish- 
ing letters of the alphabet. 

The advantages of this system are 


numerous. It is permanent; as much 
so as the roads themselves. It makes 
no difference whether the blocks are 
occupied or not. The, numbers are 
always ready for new residences to any 
extent, and at any time, without disar- 
ranging the plan. It is equally appli- 
cable to sections where the houses are 
miles apart, or where an entrance oc- 
curs every twenty feet. Directions can 
be given and received which enable 
the stranger to find a residence miles 
away without loss of time or asking a 
question. The numbers also act as 
milestones from which distances can be 
almost instantly calcnlated. The mile- 
age of witnesses and others can be 
quickly and accurately calculated. 
Road work can be definitely located by 
stating the number of the blocks. A 
directory of the residents of the entire 
county, by road and number, upon the 
same plan asa city directory, can be 
made, or the exact locations of voters 


can be given in the great register of 


the county. 

The establishment of such a system 
as this does much to remove the feel- 
ing of being out of the world, which 
afflicts some country residents who have 
been used to city life. If there is any 
section of the State where such a plan 
appears to be peculiarly fitting, it is in 
the thickly-settled‘districts of Southern 
California, such as the San Gabriel and 
Pomona valleys, Orange county, River- 
side, etc. 

Which of the seven counties of South- 
ern California will be the first to give 
this Contra Costa plan a trial? 


Tue financial news from the East is 
not particularly encouraging. Failures 
continue, and there is a general feeling 
of unrest abroad in the land. Mean- 
time, asin the case ofa sick patient, 
almost every financial doctor has a dif- 
ferent remedy for Uncle Sam’s ills. 
Some want to treat him with the gold 
cure, others believe in silver ad lib., 
while there is still a third school of 
financial practitioners who would like 
to stuff him with green gaper, 
like a rag baby. There is little dan- 
ger of any trouble out here on the 
Coast, where financial matters are in 
a very solid condition. The only 
effecton California of these failures 
will probably be that many who in- 
tended to come here and invest this 
winter will be unable to do so. 


Dist.-Atty. Ditton thinks that $25 
a month is too much forthe mainte- 
nance of the inmates of the Whittier 
reformatory. Many people agree with 
this opinion, pointing tothe: fact that 
very fair board and lodging can be had 
in Los Angeles for that sum, in cases 
where areasonable profit is made from 
boarding a few persons, and a round 
sum expended for rent. In the case of 
the Whittier inmates the cost of tuition 
is included in the $25 per month. 


Tae important news is telegraphed 
from Fort Wayne that Princess Eulalie 
retired at 10 o'clock to her sleeping 
berth, and was still sleeping when the 
train passed that place. There will 
soon be an opening in this country fora 
court journal after the style of that 
which chronicles the daily movements 
of Queen Victoria, her sisters, cousins 
and aunts. 


One often hears of a man wanting to 
fence in theearth. Dr. Webb of New 
York, who married into the Vanderbilt 
family, appears to be making prepara- 
tions to accomplish that feat. He is 
going to build sixty-three miles of 
barbed-wire fence, nine feet high, 
around his Adirondack game preserve, 
at acost of $50,000. coat 


THE report is again current that thi 
Southern Pacific will operate the nar- 
row-gauge line to Monrovia, with an ex- 
tension to Pasadena and probably later 
to San Bernardino. The Southern Pa- 
cific was rather slow in ‘catching on 
to’’ the possibilities of Southern Cali- 
fornia, but it appears to have got 
there at last. 


Friontmpa, which gave nothing for the 
World's Fair, is now appropriating 
$25,000 for a State exhibit, provided 
the railroads will givealike sum. This 
is rather late in the day, and the 
amount looks small alongside Califor- 
nia’s $325,000, but perhaps it will go 
as far as ours did. 


FOREIGN exhibitors at the fair are at 
‘“outs’’ with the board of jurors, and 
propose to havea board of their own, 
which will issue diplomas. Probably 
the only way to please everyone would 
be to let each exhibitor vote himself a 
medal. 


St. Loris is boasting of real estate 
sales for the year up to May 81 of 
$6,000,000, which is $700,000 more 
than for the same period last year. 
St. Louis evidently does almost as large 
a real estate business as Los Angeles. 


It appears to be fairly well estab- 
lished that Claus Spreckels is seriously 
opposing Hawaiian annexation, which 
upsets a number of newspaper theories 
recently expressed. > 


Tne railroads are apparently slow in 
arriving at the conclusion that they 
have placed the rate of fare to Chicago 
at too high a notch, but they will prob- 
ably realize the fact within a few weeks.,

Congressman Cannon Explains. 
VENTURA (Cal.,) June 5, 1893.—[To the 
Editor of THE TimeEs.] I have noticed ia 


' the editorials of the Pomona Progress sev- 


eral attempts since the election to belittle 
and misrepresent me in what I said 
during the campaign about the settlement 
of the Pacific railroad’s debt. In jts issue 
of May 25 it again repeats the same false- 
hood. It says in that issue: 

“Several hundred citizens in this place 
remember that Marion Cannon said in his 
re speech here that all he wanted 
was to be elected to Congress, and he would 
not delay a week before he would foreclose 
the Government mortgage on the Southern 
Pacific Company, and sell at public auction 
every locomotive, car, rail, building, switch, 
boit andscrew that that company owned.”’ 

Now, ‘‘Marion Cannon” did notsay any- 
thing of the kind, and the editor of that pa- 

r knows it. If there was any one thing 

e people did understand in that cam. 
paign, it was my position upon the railroad 
debt and the Nicaragua Canal steal, and on 
election day they snowed the advocates of 
these steals under so deep that it will take 
the Progress some time to dig them out. 

I stated distinctly in that campaign that 
the courts had decided that these railroad 
companies did not owe the Government 
anything until the maturity of the bonds, 
and that we could not bring suit to fore- 
close the lien before that time. That the 
bonds commenced to come due in the fall 
of 1895. That the Congressman to be 
elected atthat election would be called 
upon to make some provision for the set- 
tlement of the debt. That there was a bill 
before Congress extending the time of its 
payment 100 years, at 2 per cent. interest. 
That if Iwas elected I would vote against 
extending the time twenty-four hours. 
That I would vote to instruct the Attorney- 
General to bring snit to foreclose the lien 
within a week after the debt was due, and 
sell them out at public auction. not only 
the main line, but all the branches, inctud- 
ing the Soutbern Pacitic, if it required it 
and other branchesto settle the debt, and 
that if all the branches, including the ‘‘lo- 
comotives,’’ ‘‘cars,’’ ‘“‘rails,’’ **buildings,"’ 


“switch,’’ ‘‘bolt and screw."’ did not 
satisfy the ‘debt, I would not hes- 
itate to invade the sacred _pre- 
ciucts of Hill’ and _ place 


their mansions under the hammer of the 
sheriff. Thatthe people of this State had 
been robbed in freights and fares for 
nearly thirty years, and when the time ar- 
rives for asettlement they must let loose 
their grip or pay the debt. Now the Prog- 
ress might as well let up on such tactics. 
My language cannot be misconstrued by 
any of the railroadorgans. Sometime ago 
the Progress man indicated that he would 
like to be present at the sale, and called 
upon me to state about when it would come 
off. I will now say to the editor that due 
notice will be given, and if he desires to 
purchase the whole system with the 
profits from hispaper he shall have an 
opportunity. Butif heis a gold bug, and 
finds that money is scarce, and that he has 
not accumulated sufficient of the yellow 
metalfrom thesale of his paper to pur- 
chase the whole system, we will sell him 
the Southern Pacific and branches, or a lo- 
comotive, a switchor even a cowcather if 
he has a cow running loose onthe commons 
of Pomona.

Some Efficient Antidotes. 
{St. Louis Republic. ] 

In every case of poisoning an emetic 
should be given as quickly as possible, 
to remove from the stomach as much of 
the poison’ as can be taken out. The 
subsequent treatment varies accord- 
ing tothe nature of the poison. For 
arsenic in any of its forms the hydrated 
sequi-oxide of iron. chalk or magnesia 
and castor oil should be administered; 
for lead or copper poisoning, nv matter 
by what compound of metals, sweet 
milk, the white of eggs, sweet oil and 
mucilaginous drinks are the best treat- 
ment. For lve, soda, potash or am- 
monia. vinegar, oil or warm lard, with 
white of egg, followed by mustard and 
ipecac in warm water. For nux vomica 
or strychnine, tauric acid and chloro- 
form are antidotes, for carbolic acid or 
creosote, any kind of oil in liberal 
doses. For oxalic, nitric and other 
caustic acids, soda, chalk, lime, fol- 
lowed ‘by oil and emulsions. For the 
narcotic poisons, cold applications and 
strong coffee must be given and the pa- 
tient keptin constant motion to over- 
come the tendency tostupor. Some- 
times, as in the case of chloroform 
against strychnine, one poison may be 
made to counteract another. This is 
illustrated by phosphorus, the antidote 
_to which is- blue vitriol in large quan- 
tities to empty the stomach, hydrated 
magnesia and French oil of turpentine. 
‘For iodine the best remedy is starch,

The Maintenance of Incorrigibles 
an Expensive Luxury. 


the Reform School Demand. 


He Thinks $25 Per Month for Each 
Inmate Excessive. 


A Careful Comparison of the Cost Made 
With That of Other Public Instita- 
tions in the State Reveals a 
Discrepancy. 


Some weeks ago Times called at- 
tention to the. fact that the cost of 
maintaining incorrigibles in the Whit- 
tier State, or Reform, school, seemed 
somewhat exorbitant, The reasons 
which formed the foundation for such a 
belief were set forth in detail at the 
time, and a condition of affairs was 
shown which justified the opinion that 
the inmates of the schoo! might be very 
properly cared for at an expense consid- 
erable less than now borne by the county 
and State. 

The matter has finally been brought 
to an issue by the presentation of the 
usual demand by the trustees of the 
school against thecounty. The District 
Attorney has refused to approve such 
demand, and yesterday filed with the 
Board of Supervisors an opinion cover- 
ing fully the grounds upon which it is 
argued the claim shall be rejected. The 
Opinion is as follows: 

Gentiemen:-—The claim of the Whittier Re- 
form School referred to this office is here- 
with returned, with the recommendation 
that it be rejected. The claim filed by the 
trustees of that institution is for $25 per 
month for each inmate sent from this 
county, one-half to be paid by the county 
and one-half to be paid by the State. That 
thisclaim is very much more tha@the 
actual costof the maimenance of the in- 
mates of this institution, will be apparent 
to any one who will examine the cost of 
maintaining the inmates of the other igsti- 
tutions of the State. 

The average cost per month of maintain- 
ing each inmate in the Napa Insane Asylum, 
as shown by the official report of the trust- 
ees forthe year ending June 30, 1890, 
was $12.17; for the year ending June 30, 
1889, it was $12.43. Includedinthe items 
of cost are not only the food, fuel and inci- 
dental expenses connected with the institu. 
tion, but also the salaries of officers and 
pay-rollof employés amounting to $84,- 
491.55; in short, the $12.17 per month of 
éach ihmaté pays the total expense of 
maintaining the institution. 

The average cost per month for each in- 
mate inthe Stockton Insane Asylum for 
the year ending June 30, 1890, was 
$11.66. This includes the entire expense 
of maintenance, officers’ salaries, pay-roll 
of employés and all incidental expenses of. 
every kind. For the year ending June 30, 
1889, it was $11.74. 

I think it must be conceded that it will 
certainly cost as much to maintain, care 
for and treat a lunatic ag it will to main- 
tain andcare for a ch in the Reform 
School, particularly when’ We take into con- 
sideration the medical caré and attention, 
and the extra expense necessary in tiie 
treatment of the insane. 

The expenses of maintaining the Home 
for Feeble-minded Children at Glen Ellen, 
for the yearending June 30, 1890, was 56 
cents per day, or $16.80 per month. This 
institution, however, had during that time 
only 117 inmates, and it will be readily 
seen thatthe expense per inmate would be 
greater where there is a smaller number of 
inmates than where there is a .greater 
number. The salariesef the genefal ofli- 
cers would be no greater for500 inmates 
than for 100. More teachers’ and more 
help would be required for 500 than for 
100, but notfive times as many. As you 
increase the number the ratio of expenses 
per inmate can be reduced. There are 
now 465 inmatesinthe Reform School, 
andif the average expense of the 117 in. 
mates in the school for the feeble-minded 
was $16.80 per month, with equal economy 
and equally good management, the ex- 
penses of maintaining the 465 inmates of 
the Reform School ought not to exceed $10, 
or atthe very outside figure, $12 each per 
month. 

The expense of maintaining the inmates 
of the City Prisonin thecity is a fraction 
less than 22 cents a day each, or $6.66 per 
month. Itis true that no expenses are in- 
curred for teachers or for high-priced ofi- 
cials, and this case is cited forthe purpose 
of showing what the food actually con- 
sumed, together with the expense of pre- 
paring and serving the same, costs. 

The School of the Sisters of Charity and 
Orphans’ Home, situated in Los Angeles 
county, is a private school and orphans’ 
home. There areinthis institution three 
classes of inmates, classified as follows: 
Whole orphans, half orphans and pay stu- 
dents. Foreach whole orphan tne Sisters 
are allowed from the State $100 per 
year. For each” half orphan $75 per 

ear and such other sam or sums, 

f any, that may be paidin by the sur- 

viving parent of the half orphan, 
butin most of the cases nothing is re- 
ceived from this source. The pay scholars 
are charged $200 each per year. For the 
$100 received from the State for the whole 
orphans, and the $75 for tne half orphans, 
such inmates are provided for, fed, clothed 
and educated, and, in fact, allowed the 
same privHeges as the pay students. There 
are atthe present timeinthis institution 
thirty-five whole orphans, 262 half orphans 
and from thirty-five to forty pay students. 
This is a private institution, and out of the 
money received, at the foregoing rates, the 
Sisters pay the saliries of tne teachers and 
help employed and ail expenses connected 
with the management, pay taxes, pay for 
water and gas, and are paying interest on 
a $100,000 mortgage. 

The average earnings of the laboring 
man in this city will not exceed $2 per day 
or $600 per year. Onthis sum, and ina 
majority of cases on less than this sum, he 
maintains, educates and clothes his family 
and does itin a respectable manner. The 
average family of the working man is not 
less than five persons—himself, wife and 
three children. Out of this sum he must 
not only feed, clothe and educate his chtl- 
dren, but he must pay doctors’ bills and 
rent.. he works ajl the time and 
does not spend a dollar for luxuries, he will 
‘have $120 for each member of his family. 
‘He must pay rent and doctors’ bills and 
support five persons on $600, while the 
trustees of the Reform School demand 
$1500 for five inmates, with no rent and 
no doctors’ bills to settle. The discrepancy 
is too great. There must be some mistake 
somewhere. 

But it is insisted that under the provis- 
ions of section 24 of the act establishing 
the Reform School that the estimate of the 
actual expenses permonth of taking care 
of each minor made by the trustees of said 
institution, if approvedty the Governor, 
is conclusive, and that the county will not 
be permitted to inquire into the correct. 
ness of such anestimate. I think not. I 
do not believe that it was the intention of. 
the Legislature to take away trom the 
county the right to challenge the correct. 
ness of the expenses as estimated by the 
trustees. This section provides that ‘‘in 
no case shall the amount charged to any 
county for the keeping of any minor ex- 
ceed one-half of the estimated cost,"’ etc. 
If it was the intention of the Legislature 
to make the estimate of the trustees final, 
it would hardly have provided that ‘the 
amount charged to any county should not 
exceed one-half,’ etc. But if this is not 
the proper construction of this statute—if 
this statute properly construed makes the 
estimate of the trustees conclusive and at- 
tempts todeny the county a right to be 
heard in its own defense; it it proposes to 
divest the county of its money or property 
in asummary manner and without its day 
in ccurt,then the statute is unconstitutional 
and void. There are several other reasons 
why I think this claim ought to be rejected. 

First-—-Itis notitemized, Notasingle item 
of expense is set out intheclaim. Ithink a 
detailed statement of the expenses should 
be given, so that the county may know for 
whatitis paying and may compare the 
several items charged with the law in force 


and see whether the expenses charged 
come within the purview of the law, and 
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are such as constitute a legal charge 
against the county. 

Second—The names of inmates com- 
mitted under section 16 and section 20 of 
the act are intermingled with each other so 
that itis impossible to tell under which 
they were committed, and therefore impos- 


be charged for such inmates.

ARIZONA NEWS. 


Strange Origin of Forty Acres of 
Fine Rye. 


Irtigation Increase— Wanted, a Big Hotel. 
Coming, Another Big Hotel—A - 
#100,000 Acid Plant at 
Clifton. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

Paextx, June 5.—A romantic yarn is 
vouched for by the Mesa Free Press: 
“Four miles this side of Phoenix is a 
fine forty-acre field of rye. The seed 
from which this grain came originally 
was obtained four years ago from the 
crop of a wild goose which was killed 
by a gentleman on the Salt River. He 
obtained only a dozen grains, .and 
planted them, and the result is as fine a 
forty-acre field of rye as we have ever 
‘seen.”’ 

A carload of honey was shipped froin’ 
Tempe last night. The crop of the val- 
ley of that product will be sixteen car- 
loads. 

The irrigated area about Arizola is 
50 per cent, greater than in 1892. In 
Arizola vicinity, barren mesa _ three 
years ago, over twelve hundred acres 
are planted to alfalfa. 

There is on exhibition at Maj. Evans’s 
office a jar of ripe purple figs, from the 
ranch of W. W. Jones, under the Ari- 
zona Canal. They measure nine and 
one-Lalf inches in circumference. — Mr. 
Jones has an extensive fig orchard, the 
fruit of which has been ripe for some 
time. 

Nogales has another new daily, the 
Daily Monitor, half Spanish, half En- 
glish.. It has plenty of room to grow. 

Collector of the Port of Nogales Sam 
F. Webb left last night for the boundary 
city to enterupon his duties tomorrow. 
He has already been engaged upon the 
more onerous labors of the place, the 
distribution of sixteen offices among 
something more than two hundred ap- 
plicants. 

With a scarcity of water in Arizona, 
a clipping from the Tombstone Pros- 
pector shows an almost sinful state of 
affairs: ‘‘It would seem that as water 
is 80 scarce at present, some use could 
be made of the 70,000 gillons of water 
daily pumped out of the Lucky Cuss and 
allowed to goto waste. This water is 
pure as crystal and could be utilized for 
domestic purposes as well as for irriga- 
tion.’’ 

An exhibit of Yuma’s wonderful prod- 
ucts will be placed in the Southern. Pa- 
cific Hotel there. It will be seen by al- 
most every passenger on the trains. 

There should be a big hotel erected at 
the Castle Creek Hot Springs, as it is 
the best health resort in the West. A 
hotel to accommodate several hundred 
guests at that place, with good stage 
service between here and thefe, a large 
number of health-seekers would be at- 
tracted this way every year. 

‘Yuma is to have the finest and most 
complete hotelin Arizona. It will be 
built by the Southern Pacific on a mag- 
nificent site overlooking the Colorado 
River and surrounding country, and 
will cost $100,000. 

The Arizona Copper Company at Clif- 
ton has commenced building a sul- 
phuric acid plant, also a leaching plant, 
for the treatment of low grade ores. 
The plant will cost from $80,000 to 
$100,000. 

Gentlemen from Flagstaff assert that 
the coal fields north of that place are 
coming fully up to first published re- 
ports concerning their extent and the 
quality of the coal, which is not only 
good news for Flagstaff, but all of 
Northern Arizona. The coal will fill 
the longest and greatest felt want out- 
side of the more water want. 

The thermometer stands at 105° deep 
down in the Lucky Cuss mine, Tomb- 
stone. 

A Flagstaff girl bit two-thirds of her 
beau's ear off because he stopped on the 
street to shake hands with another girl.

Charles W. Davis, returned from the 
World’s Fair, reports that the Arizona 
exhibit is attracting much attention, 
and is a credit to the Territory.

The 
mine has not failed that we have heard 
of, and may turn out better than the 
man did. However, the mine has been 
well equipped with machinery, etc., 
and ought to be able’ to stand alone. 
Mr. Warner, doubtless, had faith in it, 
or he would not have given any guar- 
antee to stockholders, and it is to be

WOMEN GARDENERS. 


A Charming Occupation Opened to the ; 


Fair Sex tn England. 

A London letter to the New York 
Commercial Advertiser says: ‘Very 
few women are as yet awake to the fact 
that a new occupation has been discov- 
ered forthem. Hitherto the tendency 
has been for all who seek employment 
to come to London or some other large 
town, and in many cases at the expense 
of their health. Buta few women are 
beginning to realize that it is 
possible to live under the very 
healthiest and sunniest conditions, 
far away from the houses and city 
smoke. Nowthe teacher’s life need 
with its 
long, fatiguing hours and close indoor 
application, and often after school 
time the pile of copy books to be cor- 
rected. Year by year more women 
take up games and sports and are show- 


ing their love of exercise and outdoor - 


pursuits; but it is not necessary to 
apologize for women gardeners—there 
are already enough successful pioneers 
among those who have passed through 
the Horticultural College at Swanley to 
prove the attractiveness of the work 
and the capacity of the workers. It is 
only two years since the women's 
branch was opened, and each examina- 
tion list tells excellent results. At the 
last diploma examination first and 
third places were gained by women, 
who, after an engagement with the lo- 
cal nurseryman, have set up for them- 
selves as market gardeners. 

‘The college teaching is as all-around 
as itis thorough and scientific. The 
instruction is partly given in lectures 
and by demonstration, but two-thirds of 
the work is done by the students them- 
selves under skilled supervision. First 
and foremost comes the cultivation of 
all garden produce; and what vast and 
varied work there is here! Think of 
the choosing, planting and management 
of fruit trees trained as pyramid, espa- 
lier or the quaint-looking parallel cor- 
don. Then the growing of early vege- 
tables to keep pace with foreign impor- 
tations. In the flower garden the treat- 
ment of seeds and cuttings, the bud- 
ding, tyings, taking and thinningfin bor- 
ders, the laying out of ‘beds, etc. In 
the greenhouse what exquisite work for 
neat fingers among the roses and ex- 
otics and vines. Then there is the 
commercial side for those who wish 
to grow for the market—the gathering, 
packing and selling the produce. Be- 
sides horticulture, the student may 
learn at Swauley dairy work, poultry- 
farming and bee-keeping. Side by side 
with the practical work lectures are 
given on the theory of these studies, 
lectures on elementary physiology of 
domestic animals, on botany, meteorol- 
ogy, geology, chemistry, surveying, 
leveling, kook-keeping and building 
constriction. 

“The women students live in a charm- 
ing house near the college under the 
charge of a lady superintendent. The 
whole cost of the training and living Is 
covered by the sum of $400 a year. 
Occasional scholarships will be awarded. 
for which funds are now being raised. 

“A suggestion only of the great possi- 
bilities extended to women by the train- 
ing at Swanley can be offered here, but 
all who visit the college itself will re- 
turn convinced that women haye found 
new employments which must prove 
valuable, either as a means of liveli- 
hood or as fitting them to undertake the 
management of their own gardens and 
estates.’’

‘Transcontinental Rates Continue 


The Terminal Road Relinquishes an 
Unprofitable Branch.

Western Roads Following a Good

On the 12th inst. the Los Angeles 
Terminal Company will cease to oper- 
ate the San Gabriel Rapid Transit road, 
whichruns between Los Angeles and 
Monrovia, nineteen miles, the compa- 
ny’s lease expiring on that date. It is 
understood that the Southern Pacific 
Company will assume the operation of 
the road... Negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the little road by the big com- 
pany have been on the tapis for-months, 
but there is yet no official announce- 
ment that the deal is carried through. 
Nobody knows what the Southern Pa- 
cific will do with the road, but it is safe 
to assume thatit will be extended to 
form a link in another longer line 
which shall penetrate territory hereto- 
fore outside of that company’s lines. 

TRANSCONTINENTAL FREIGHT RATES. 

In Chicago on the 12th representa- 
tives of the Pacific -Coast lines will 
meet the Central Traffic Association 
lines to confer on the question of pro- 
rating through freight business. The 
attempt to put into effect the new 
transcontinental tariffs agreed to at 
the Santa Barbara and Monterey meet- 
ings was foiled by the lines east of Chi- 
cago refusing to take a_smaller per- 
centage of the rate than they had been 
receiving under the old tariff. Their 
refusal made inactive the tariff, which 
has since been operative between New 
Nl and California over the Southern 

acific’s line only. Strong pressure 
will be brought to bear on the lines to 
induce them to accede to the new 
agreement. 

SCRAP HEAP. 

The Phillips Rock Island excursion, 
which started for the East yesterday, 
had eighty-one passengers.

The Chicago Tribune of the 2dinstant 
said: ‘*‘Not until the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé had put into effect re- 
duced rates from Denver and the Mis- 
souri River to Chicagoand return, did 
the majority of its competitors come to 


the realization of the fact that it really 
meant to reduce the rates. Up to the 
last moment several of the roads in- 
sisted that the Santa »Fé'grodld wot 
make the threatened reduction, and to 
this fact more than any other is due 
the failure to reach a compromise.

SANTA ANA. 

The City Trustees met Monday evening in 
regular session, with Messrs. Edinger, 
Whitson, Pitman and the clerk present.

Several of 
the heavy taxpayers of the city spoke 
on behalf of the firemen and recom- 
mended that the board grant their request, 
that of paying them $2 each for every run 
to a fire and $3 each per day for all watch- 
men on duty until all danger from a stmoul- 
dering fire is over.
